Prof. Willis A. Burgoon, 
for

pa At six yeai- principal of the 
Get- 
tysburg public schools, 
died at 11 
this morning at his home 
on 
Balti­ 
more street, after a lingering illness 
fiom tuberculosis. 
He 
was aged 37 
years, 9 months, and ll days. 


For several years 
Prof. 
Burgeon 
had been in rapidly failing health hut 
showed 
such 
remarkable 
fortitude 
th at he was al Ie until a few 
months 
ago to continue with his work. 
Real­ 
ising his .sfr IO us condition, he tender­ 
ed his resignation t< the local school 
board but they asked him to withdraw 
it, preferring to have him 
identified 
with the* schools to the end of hi.- life. 
Prof, lit: rewon wa 
born at 
Union 
Mills. Maryland, a son 
i f 
Mr. 
and 
Mr.. John Bur goon. 
He 
received hi 
■nrly education in the schools of 
hi' 
home town and later attended 
W est­ 
ern M aryland College, from which he 
was graduated. 
After receiving

uiploma there he returned to hi- home 
and for two years was principal of the 
Union M ub School.

to meet this condition, he 
witnessed

School as it is now conducted, the in* 
-•alia!i f ; of the manual training, and 
domestic science departm ents in 
the 
high school, the teaching of music in 
the schools, and 
innumerable 
other 
features. 


His worth has always Iwen 
recog­ 
nised by 
the 
school 
boards 
under 
whom he served anti 
hi 
advice xvii 
always sought and a- 
often 
heeded 
by them. While Prof Burgoon’s 
abil­ 
ity was understood by the older citi­ 
zens generally it was none the 
less 
ipp*eclated bx the children under his 
care. A strict but kindly disciplinarian, 
he maintained that order and secured 
that quality of work in 
the 
schools 
which made a diploma front the 
high 
school indicate the attainm ent 
of 
a 
high standard. He was satisfied with 
nothing but the Iwst, and his demand.- 
for earnest endeavor 
did 
much 
to 
bring the children to a realization of 
the importance of their studies. 
To 
the teachers under him he was always 
vourteous and considerate in iii recti g 
their work; slow to condemn, 
ready 
to commend, but always fair and 
im­ 
partial. 


While his life 
work 
was 
largely 
given to the cause of education Prof. 
Burgoon did not confine him-elf 
en­ 
tirely to this 
form of 
activity, 
He 
wi. s earnest in religious work. a reg­ 
ular attendant, when his health 
per­ 
mitted, at the Methodist church where 
he sometimes filled the pulpit. He w is 
superintendent of the Sunday School, 
also, for some years. 
He wa.- a mem­ 
ber of Battlefield Council TIT,

i f Independent 
Americans, 
of

place, and of the camp of the P. O. S. 
of A., at W estminster.

neither firm carried a large stock, but 
replenished it with weekly 
shipments 
and, in th a t way, were able lo satisfy 
the want.- of their customers.
